COMPANY FRAUDS 


Attempt to Pass New 
Law in Parliament 


Although the remaining time is 
very short, it is still hoped to pass 
the Bill consolidating the company 
laws before the dissolution of Parlia- 
ment. 

The Bill is at present before a 
Joint Committee, to which it was re- 
ferred after its second reading in the 
House of Lords. The sittings of the 
Committee are to be resumed when 
Parliament reassembles and it is the 
Intention to expedite the work of re- 
moving existing inconsistencies as 
much as possible. 

The passing of the consolidation 
Bill into law has particular import- 
ance because the new measure pass- 
ed by Parliament last year, with the 
exception of two clauses which were 
brought into force almost immediate- 
ly by Order in Council, remains in- 
operative until the consolidation is 
complete. 

The two clauses brought into 
operation relate to the check of 
share-pushing sharks, and the amal- 
gamation of existing companies. 


ROOFING BY THE ACRE

liquidate was based on the realisa- 
tion that unless new capital -were 
received adequate to replace the 
losses suffered by the Bank on that 
occasion, subsequent activities would 
necessarily be confined to a modified 
scale.—Contributed.

A Resolution

Secretary). 

In addition to the foregoing re- 
solution, the Committee, after hear- 
ing 4 statement of accounts, from 
the Hon. Treasurer, felt justified 
in recommending to the Annual 
6 General Meeting of the League 
(June 11) that a bonus of 200% 
be voted to the referees as their 
fees for the season, and that a 
honorarium of $400 be voted to the 
Hon. Treasurer and Hon, Secretary. 

Last year the above obligations 
of a similar nature were undertaken 
by the H.K.F.A. at their Annual 
General Meeting, but this year, the 
League who can foot their own bili 
owing to two very large gates in 
the replayed League Final, are in- 
dependent of the Parent Associa- 
tion, and in addition to the-above 
very generous recommendation will, 
in all probability pass over a very 
handaome balance to the funds of 
tie HK.F.A, at the latter's annual 
general meeting on June 28.

It was the 
Boxer outbreak that proved to be 
the great turning point in his 
career, for while he was working 
in London news came of the pre- 
carious position in Peking in 
which the ‘Times’ correspon- 
dent, the late Dr. Morrison, 
found himself--(he was at first 
reported as dead)—owing to the 
fanaticism towards foreigners of 
China’s so-called Boxers.

All worked strenuously in a vain’ 
endeavour to establish a paper 
named the “China Times” (pub- 
lished for some years in Tien- 
tsin) all gave up splendid journal- 
istic opportunities in London and 
all, as stated, succumbed to their 
arduous and unprofitable venture 
in China, where journalism is 
probably more strenuous than 
anywhere else in the world, 
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“East'is East——” 

Tastes in Kipling may not be 
Food entirely right, but 
one thing is sure, 

as far as Hong Kong’s native 
and British populations are con- 
cerned. “Never the twain shall 
meet” in the matter of their res- 
pective tastes in food. And it 
must be confessed that the Bri- 
tish lose by comparison with the 
Chinese in epicurean matters. In 
other words, the Briton—(or, to 
be- more correct, the British 
women, as few of the men can 
boil an .egg)—are not such good 
cooks as the Chinese. - Several 
differences may be notice. In 
the first. place, there iy a. much 
greater varlety in Chinese food.. 
Tho Chinese diet ranges from the 
swallow’s neat and shark's fin,to 
bamboo-shoots’ and Illy flowers. 
They ent practically cided 
that is not Peet The .Bri- 
tish. food, on the ‘other. hand, con- 
sists | of ‘bacon’ and eggs’ for 
breakfast,.and beef, fish or mutton: 


for all other meals. Secondly, the 
Chinese way of preparing their 
food is much superior to the Bri- 
tish one. Many, no doubt, will 
resent this, but truth must be 
told, and here's the reason for 
this assertion: A Chinese cook 
knows at Jeast thirty or forty 
different ways of cooking any 
kind of meat. The British seem 
to know nothing beyond boiling, 
roasting and stewing; and when 
he wants to give you a change, he 
serves up cold ham or salt beef. 


Then, again, jhe boils vegetables 
in plain water and brings them to 
the table just as nature has 
created them! 


Our Special Cor- 
Poisoning of respondent at the 
Mosquitoes [Front writes as 
follows :— 
There has been a good deal of 
publicity, given in the Press to 
the alleged poisoning of mosqui- 
toes by feeding them with fish 
heads stuffed with carbide, in 
Tola Harbour. For the consola- 
tion of your readers I may say 
that inquiries have been made 
into the allegations that fish 
heads packed with carbide of 
calcium were given as food to 
mosquitoes, so that the mosqui- 
toes, having swallowed the food 
which generated Acetylene Gas 
in their insides burst in mid-air, 
and I am glad to assure you that 
there is no corroborative evidence 
of such cruelty ever having been 
perpetrated. I hope you will give 
this prominence in an early issue, 
as, naturally, a large number of 
people are pained and horrified 
at the suggestion of such fiendish 
cruelty being possible to the 
poor mosquitoes.

We wonder how 
many people ever 
notice the nuisances 
caused by beggars, 
all in turn saying “Cumshaw, tai- 
pan!”

The 
woman had spread out on the 
pavement, a white piece of paper 
with some Chinese characters 
written on it, probably relating 
to her sorrows and intended 
to extract a few coppers from the 
passer-by. It is all very well to 
excite public pity, but what 
of her children? Surely some 
Chinese body or Mission could 
investigate such cases and pro- 
vide for the innocent children at 
least. 


Beggar's 
Roost 
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Another _ sport, 
Ice Skating new to this part 
in the East of the world, is 
coming to 
Shanghai. It will be one of the 
regular features of the big gen- 
eral all around sports temple to 
be erected atthe corner of 
Avenue Joffre and Rue Albert in 
the French Conession this fall. 
Ice skating is the new pastime to 
the Far East.. An old sport in 
Europe and America, should be- 
come a popular sport. To the 
foreigner living in Shanghai, ice 
skating will be'no novelty and it 
will furnish lim with an ideal re- 
creation during the summer 
months. Ice skating in Shanghai 
will not be an experiment any 
more than the establishment of 
a cinema or some other establish- 
ed industry. As a summer feature 
at the Auditorium, it will develop 
into one of the most popular 
forms of amusement in this, city, 
the management of the company 
believes.

The skating rink 
was situated opposite the Central 
Market, on the site now occupied 
by the Fire Station building.

But after 
a time the sport grew stale, 
fewer and fewer couples frequent- 
ed the rink, until at Jast the pro- 
prietors were forced to clase down. 
However during the time that it 
thrived, gay sport was witnessed! 
Young and old, men and women, 
were to be seen whirling around, 
some at great speed, others slow- 
er, others forming fantastic pat- 
terns, and still others—(begin- 
ners) being able to do nothing: but 
fall—much to the amusement of 
the on-lookers. Only lack of en- 
terprise among the residents of 
the Colony can be attributed the 
failure of the sport. Ice-skating 
(should that be introduced to the 
Colony} would, on the face of this 
previous experiment, die a natural 
death. We assume that no one, 
however enterprising he may be, 
would think of bringing the sport 
here. For one thing Hong Kong 
differs vastly from Shanghai. In 
the latter port the people of all 
races are keen on sport, as has 
been proved by the introduction 
of greyhound racing, which has 
now survived a year in spite of 
various other attractions. And, 
judging by appearances, it is not 
likely to die for some time yet, 
Hong Kong, as far as the white 
populace is concerned, is peopled 
too scantily to allow for any new 
sport to be run on a profitable 
basis. Those who reside in the 
Far East and desire to sample the 
keen sport obtainable on an ice- 
skating rink, wil] have to go to 
Shanghai.

Forgeries are often 
so clever as to defy 
the most careful 
scrutiny, even under 
a microscope. Yet, as

Camera 
and

Yeo trial, the camera can repro- j, 


duce fragments of writing multi- 
plied so many times that the work 
of the forger becomes apparent. 
The delicate instrument used for 
this work is called the photo- 
microscopic camera, and it has 
been the means of bringing many 
criminals to justice. It can show 
which of two crossing lines of ink 
is on top and which is under- 
neath, and the very faint stain 
which is left behind by invisible 
ink—quite lost to the naked eye— 
becomes clear on the photo plate. 
The camera probably plays a more 
important part than any other 
instrument in the detection of 
crime. It has made possible the 
wonderful finger-print libraries 
which are used by the Police, as 
well as providing detailed records 


of the scene of accidents and | 


crimes.

Now let us con- 
sider the mat- 
ter of drinking, 
with regard to 
which there are also some inter- 
esting points of difference to ob- 
serve. With the British as with 
the Chinese, tea is a common 
beverage, but whereas the Bri- 
ton has a customary .tea-time, the 
Chinese drinks his tea at all 
hours of the day—and the night, 
too! The Briton mixes his tea 
with sugar and milk; the Chinese 
would not let anything spoil its

Both the 
Briton and the Chinese are not 
hypocritical teetotallers, but in 
wine as in tea the Chinese epicu- 
rean has developed a fine art. 
He looks with good humour at 
the “foreigner” guiping his drink 
over the bar as if to quench a 
parching thirst. He himself 
would sit comfortably at a table, 
sip his wine leisurely, judge its 
age and value it with the delibera- 
tion of & connoisseur,. remark to 
his boon companions that. the 
weather has been ‘fine, while his 
chopsticks dig in some plate 
before him a a celles) tasty 
morsel ot meat.

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Why A Board Of Education ? 


week or so ago the Kowloon Residents’ Association nominated 
A one of their members to the Government for election on the 
Board of Education, and in due course His Excellency the Governor 
was “pleased to appoint” the said nominee to the position. - was 
a glorious opportunity for the Kowloon Residents’ Association, 
which hag otherwise a really splendid record of public service, to 
have asserted itself and made the nomination conditional on the 
meetings of the Board of Education being open to the public 
(through the Press) as they formerly were. Apparently,,however, 
the Committee of the K.R.A. did not think about it! They have, 
it is believed from the summary of their own monthly meetings that 
are furnished to the Press, the opportunity about once a year of 
hearing from their nominee on the Board of Education an account 
of his stewardship, which likewise never sees the light of day. 
It is never circulated to the general body of members of the Asso- 
ciation, who may feel that they have an equal right as the members 
of the Committee to hear what has been going on behind the closed 
doors of the Board of Education. 

But there are others besides the K.R.A. Committce to be con- 
sidered. It was deemed fit and proper a few years ago to admit the 
Press to meetings of the Board of Education. But the judgment 
of former administrations has since been passed over and the door 
banged in the face of the Press—and, of course, of the public who 
lonk to the Press for fair and accurate reports of all mectings held 
to consider public questions. An effort has been made, it is true, 
within the last three years, to secure a reversal of the decision 
against open meetings of the Board—but in vain. The fiat has gone 
forth! The fiat cannot be altered! “What is there in meetings of 
the Board of Education that the public would like to know?’ ‘Can- 
not the interests of education be entrusted to the Board in camera 
without an insignificant ratepayer or two making himself inquisitive 
as to what goes on behind the locked doors?” The ratepayers pro- 
vide the revenue for the Board of Education to funétion—to pay 
salaries to Government officials, to the head masters and their staffs, 
to erect and maintain the various schools in good order, to appor- 
tion grants in aid, and so forth. “Cannot the ratepayéra:be satisfied 
with that?” “Are they not being honoured by providing the sinews 
of war in the campaign against ignorance—which is, after all, the 


main platform of education and of a Board of Education?” 
There is, however, another aspect to be considéfed from the 


viewpoint of the ratepayers who have to find the money and of the 


parents and guardians who are called upon to pay the ‘school fees. 
What is there to hide in the work of the‘Board of Education? Why 
should there be any conspiracy of silence at all? What is there to 
be ashamed of at the precious monthly meetings of the Board of 
Education? Other Government Departments -oceasionally - issue 
official communiques affecting this or that topic. of public interest—: 
but never one word, not even one syllable, emanates from the ‘illus- 
trious Board of Education ‘in spite of the growing calls upon. the 
public purse for funds to carry on its work’ |.” "! ee

IMPORTANCE. & NECESSITY 
OF WELLS FOR JONG KONG 

Sir,—“Water from’ wells ‘is 
contaminated and dangerous td 
health.” “Water from wells may 
cause’ cholera and - kindred 
diseases.” “Wells should be con- 
demned and closed.” : Such is the 
parrot cry'“of the biased’ and 
sophisticated; those ‘who do not 
scientifically study the geologi- 
cal formation of the land. 
I would be one of the first to 
condemn arid prevent the use of 
water from wells in sub-soil and 
reclaimed, areas for drinking pur- 
poses, as such well-water is liable 
to be contaminated with sewage 
matter and other dangerous im- 
purities, and is certainly a menace 
to public health, no matter how it 
is treated and boiled. - 

The  sub-soil areas round 
about the city of Canton, 
example, are the breeding 
ground of disease, and the well- 
water from such areas is general- 
ly found to be charged with 
disease germs from the sewage 
saturated soil, and should never be 
used for potable purposes. 

But, the water from the old 
wells of Hong Kong Island is dis- 
tinctly different from that of the 
wells of the sub-soil areas of Can- 
ton city. ne iy 

Hong Kong Island is of a rocky 
formation, and is quite free from 
the contaminating influences of 
sewage-impregnated areas (re- 
claimed areas excluded). 

Two of the principal sub-soil 
areas are those situated in the 
Wong-Nei-Chung and Tai Hang 
Villages, and water from wells in 
these two localities should not be 
used for drinking purposes. 

Hong Kong is. noted for its 
springs and perennial’ flowing 
mountain streams, and the water 
from such sources is of the 
greatest purity, and owing to 
thousands of years of infiltration 
is absolutely free from con- 
taminating influences. The water 
from these streams should be cole 
lected and trained into tanks in- 
stead of -- allowing millions of 
gallons of this’ precious’ fluid to 
run to waste daily. . pe 

Thave ' studied the geological 


conditions of the China coast; 


‘front Swatow-to.Canton and I find 
that all this length of coast has 
been: smothertd. and drowned by 
the subsidence of a large mass 
of contaminated land in. the Paci- 
fie Ocean, of which the numerous 
Island groups of Polynesia and 
Melanesia are the remains of this 
submerged Continent (see my 
1914 publications). 

This great subsidence of land 
happened at the same time as the 
great upheaval of Central Asia, 
and Hong Kong Island and all the 
islands of the China Coast are the 
remains of submerged highlands, 
and mountains. This is con- 
clusively proved by a close study 
of the rocks and boulders which 
litter the coast and which strew 
the shores of Hong Kong Island 
and ‘all the islands in its neigh- 
bourhood. This is why the Island 
of Hong Kong ‘is a rock. and prac- 
tically free from sub-soil areas.

What if the wells of our re- 
servolrs ‘should collapse at any 
time through earthquake or 
faulty .coristruction, as’ has hap- 
pened: in‘ other parts of the 
world! 

Iam, therefore, in favour of a 
careful inspection of all localities 
suitable for digging and boring 
wells by experienced engineers, 
and such wells should be made a 
permanent source of the Colony's 
water supply, cas it is wise and 
necessary to guard against 
disaster, 

All existing spring wells, which 
are free from contamination by 
sewage matter should be imme 
diately re-opened and cleared for 
use, , ‘ . 

With a proper system of control- 
led wells, pumps and tanks, the 
Colony need not look to the main- 
land for its water supply in 
future, and we shall be freed from ~ 
a repetition of the hardships 
which the inhabitants of Hong 
Kong are experiencing to-day. 

Tf not used for drinking pur- 
poses, such well-water chat be 
used for washing, bathing and 
flushing purposes,, and would 
mean an immense saving of the 
precious drinking fluid in times of 
drought and water scarcity. 

The water from such wells 
need not be used, when the full 
supply from <the Colony's re- 
sources is turned on, but it s al- 
ways wise to be on the safe side, 
and to have a plentiful reserve of 
pure spring water always ready 
at hand in cuse of drought ‘and 
emergency us at present, 

Hoping this matter will receive 
the favourable consideration of 
the Government and the authori- 
ties concerned,

RHYTHMIC) PLEASURES DANCING 

Tt fs not inaccurate to say that 
the amount of enjoyment to be 
derived from ball-room dancing is 
in striet proportion to the style you 
bring to it. Not all people, of 
course, go tv dances in urder to 
dance well But a great many of 
them fail to find it pleasurable for 
lack of elementary counsel 
matter. 

You can ace al once whether a 
couple have style or not by the way 
they take the floor. The assured 
couple go lo it with a clean sweep; 
the beginner halts for a moment at 
the feartal prospect before him. 
The first point of importance is the 
actual relation of the partners to 
each other If you wateh a teacher 
xiving a lesson to a pupil, you will 
notice that at the outset they stand 
opposite to each other in a toe-to-toe 
position. As they move off, there 
will be variations in this attitude, 
but the mark of the good dancing 
couple is that they retain, by good 
foot-work and poise, the position 
they occupied at the start, 

How true this is will be seen in 
the case of the bad danving couple, 
who seem adways to be workine 
againat cach other, You will notice 
this, for example, in the tues. 
The man, in order to keep time with 
the rhythm, will pull his partner 
round with an effort instead of fall- 
ing naturally info the curve of the 
movement. 

The Ideal Couple 

The ideal dance cowple must be 
the right height to begin with—-the 
man a few inches taller than the 
wirl, If they are the same height 
or the girl is taller than the man it 
will give awkwardness to the stride. 
The “hold” which they adopt still 
seems to vary a good deal according 
to individual experience. The mains 
consideration js that the partners 
should be comfortable. 

The girl's left hand should be 
just below the man’s coatvollar, 
with the fingers closed. To a 
wreat extent a fine dancing style 
depends on the man, but he can do 
nothing without his partner's co- 
operation, 

On her side, it is absolutely essen- 
tial that she keeps her feet very 
close together, so that they brush 
each other as they pass, and, above 
all, that she takes the weight off 
her partner's arm and shoulder. 
The girl who is a good dancer has 
a aort of spring in the movement of 
her feet which makes the balance 
just right between the partners. 
You cannot explain in an article 
exactly how balance ig obtalned ex- 
capt to say that it comes by practice. 

Secret of Success 

Assuming the girl and = her 
partner are rightly matched, 
ease of movement will come 
far more rapidly by  seek- 
ing perfection in a few steps 
than in trying the more spectacular 
efforts of the professionals, Ad- 
mittedly half the delight of dancing 
is in experimenting with new move- 
ments, but the astonishing thing is 
that dancers will attempt all kinds 
of “stunt” steps before they have 
even acquired grace of movement in 
the walk. Unless you have passed 
this elementary test of walking you 
will never become a good dancer, 
because this is the foundation of 
all our modern ballroom dances. 

When you are learning you may 
find that the high-speed tactics of 
our dance orchestras make you a 
little nervous, owing to the difficulty 
of keeping up with the beat. _Not-/ 
withstanding the importance of ac- 
cufate rhythm, you ‘will find it a 
good plain to ignore the orchestra if 
necessary, and utilise a slower beat 
of your own. ;

MUSIC EXAMINER 


Trinity College And 
Its Work 


ING ADDRESS 


INTERE 


An address upon subjects of | 


special musical interest was 
given at. the City Hall on May 
28 to teachers and — senior 
pupils by Mr. Albert Mallinson, 
who has been examining in Hong 
Kong during the last few days. 

In the course of his remarks, 
Mr. Mallinson gave a short his- 
tory of the founding (in 1872) 
and growth of the Trinity College 
of Music, now a national institu- 
tion, which is examinating 80,000 
candidates every year. 

Examinations were held in the 
British Isles. = Newfoundland, 
Canada. South America, the 
South Sea Islands, New Zealand, 
Australia. India, South  Afriva, 
Rhodesia. Ceylon, Malaya, Burma, 
Trinidad, the West Indies, and 
Egypt. 

A sum of £3,000 was spent an- 
nually by Trinity College an 
scholarships, tenable either at the 
college or at ‘the local centres. 
Among its Vice-Presidents were 
His Eminence Cardinal Bourne 
and Sir Edward Elgar, The Chair 
of Music at the University of lon- 
don was founded with a gift of 
£5,000 by Trinity College. 

lacal Standard (Good 

Mr, Mallinson was glad of the 
opportunity of — meeting — the 
teachers and he had been pleased 
with the standard reached by 
many of thet successful candid. 
ates. That standard was proof 
to him of the good work which 
was being done in’ this part of 
the Empire. At the same time he 
would like to impress upon them 
the necessity of not being satis- 
fied with that standard——-or  in- 
deed with any xtandard---but of 
pressing forward to still higher 
levels. 

In the world of art nothing: 
stood still, Everything was con- 
stantly changing. Technique, 
methods of education, the idiom 
used by composers, and our own 
vision—these were constanlly 
undergoing change. 

It behoved us, therefore, to ex- 
periment for ourselves, to try out 
new methods, and examinations 
were one of the means by which 
cundidates and teachers could 
assure themselves that they were 
not being left behind in the for- 
ward march of methods of educa- 
tion. Music was no longér a 
mere pastime, but a real mind- 
training process, involving quite 
as important educational issues as 
those derived from the stndy of 
other school subjects such as 
languages, literature, mitt he- 
matics, ete. 

Diploma Work 

He did not purpose goime into 
details in relation to elementary 
piano technique, how to play 
seales, how to get a good legate, 
when and how to use the different 
kinds of slaccato, how to render 
correctly the simpler graces, how 
to use the pedal, and how to 
teach elementary form—all these 
details were dealt with at length 
in many books easily accessible, 
but he would like to refer special- 
ly to diploma work, Teachers did 
not perhaps realise how much is 
expected for success in the Col- 


lege’s Higher Examinations. 
Examiners looked for evidence of 
wider reading and for some show 
of professional grip. Lessons in 
musical appreciation did a great 
deal towards developing the 
musicianly quantities in the can- 
didates. 

Mr. Meltinson here made some 
useful suggestions as to the sub- 
jects of auch lessons, Then he 
spoke of tone-colour jn playing 
and gave an interesting account of 
how colour in music fad arisen 
“Music,” he said, “used to be 
looked upon as a moving pattern 
in sound, but as it became more 
sensitive, more temperamental, 
tone began to require colour 
vala@e. Schumann and Chopin 
were the leaders in this new dis- 
covery though they had never 
sought inspiration directly in the 
painter’a art. Nowadays tone- 
colour is being exploited to the 
full.” 

Maxims for Violinists 

Mr. Mallinson here gave six 
helpful maxims for violinists 
and six for pianists, He also em- 
phasised the advantage of the 
study of elocution from the 
iterary point of view. “The 
study of works,” he said, “hy 
Kingsley, Geogge Elliot, Waller 
eater, Browning, Milton, Keats, 
H.C, Anderson, Scott, Shakes- 
ware, the Enghsh translations 
of Buripides, together with some 
of the Psalms of David, did form 
a splendid introduction to the 
hest literature in the English 
anguage. This course of study, 
drawn up as it was with real dis- 
crimination by the College, should 
prove a great incentive to our 
young people to make themselves 
further acquainted with those in- 
comparable riches in both prose 
and verse which the people of the 
Hritish Isles possessed and of 
which {hey ought to be so proud. 
The study of good literature did 
so much towards developing 
young. musicians spiritually 
Music had a dual nature. It was 
not enly material but spiritual. 
We wanted our students ta be- 
come musicians, not dexterous 
performers onty.”

CARS IN CANTON 


Many Miles of Motor 
Roads 


g Canton, May 14. 

Motor cars and motor: roads are 
becoming one of the chief topics of 
conversation in and about Canton. 
Hopes are rising for many motor- 
cara and many miles of motor ronda, 
but, as is so often the case in China, 
much of their realisation depends 
upon the continuance of peace with- 
in South China and especially within 
the province of Kwangtung. 

The Canton city authorities for 
the past year have been trying to 
eaecute a road building and widen- 
ing programme within the city of 
Canton, Much difficulty has been 
experienced due to congested areas 
and wholesale opposition of the 
poorer classes. Canton is not yet 
connected by road with any outlying 
place nearby except Whampoa, 
fifleen miles down the Pearl River 
toward Canton where it is hoped 
some day to build a port for Canton. 
The Pearl River delta is a network 
of towns and cities, all of which 
have tremendous commercial activi- 
ty. Jt ig the plan to connect all 
these hy doll motor ruads, the pro- 
vince to build the roads and derive 
the income. 

It is believed now that if peace 
can be maintained in this area work 
on a motor road to Hong Kong will 
be beyun within a year. This 
project has been bandied about for 
years but now the actual start seems 

r than ever before. 

The number of automobiles is 
slowly but steadily increasing. 
There are now 626 cars of all types, 
this being about one per thousand 
population of the Chinese city of 
Canton, No motor-vars are allowed 
on the island of Shameen, the con- 
cession where practically all 
foreigners live, 

Road construction in such heavily 
populated areas as Canton is expen- 
sive, if just remuneration is to be 
triven for the rights-of-way acquir- 
wl. All land in this area is high 
priced and expensive to condemn for 
roads, although it is almost univer- 


Sl) aally admitted that one of the most 


crying needs of South China, as well 
as in other ureas, is roads—roads as 
understood in the West—suitable for 
motor cars or anima! drawn vehicles 
comparable to those of western 
lands, —Asgociated Press. 


OPEN CARS 


Some Improvements 
Desired 


Mr. A. G. Throssell writes in tho 
“Sunday Times:” 

The people who were saying last 
autumn that the open car waa 
doomed to extinction may have seen 
reason lo revise their opinion thia 
past week. A casual count from 
the roadside one afternoon yielded 
fifty-two open to forty-eight closed 
(“gunshine” saloons included in the 
latter category). Among these 
hundred, of course, were a good 
many veterans—it ia suprising to 
note how many of the cars you meet 
are betrayed by their number- 
plates as three, four, or five years 
old-—but quite a number of the ob- 
viously new cars, the “babies” es- 
pecially, were open tourers. : 

The fortnight's summer in the 
middle of last month probably had 
a lot to do with it.

Personally, not having lost yet the 
love of motoring for motoring’s 
sake, 1 am an open-car adherent. 
The cars sent me for trial are in- 
variably saloons, but for all their 
admitted virtues 1 am always glad 
to get back to my own humble 
tourer, in which I can make myself 
reasonably snug and warm or en- 
tirely free from roof, windows and 
walls, 

The “Sunshine” Compromise 

Sunshine saloons are only a com- 
promise. Even those in which tha 
top winds right down, like the 
Tickford, leave a framework all 
round you, as if you were sitting 
inside o rat trap, As for thoae 
with sliding or folding roofs—well, 
there is an advertisement of one of 
them which shows a girl standin 
up with her head sticking out of 
the aperture. Exactly; to eee out 
of a sunshine saloon properly, you 
must thrust your head through the 
roof, 

Not that open cars or “all- 
weather” bodies are perfect, or near 
perfection. That is why I am 
hoping that this year will seo 4 
revival of the vogue; manufacturors 
will. be‘driven 0 evolve improve- 
ments. The car body I want is on

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551-MILE TRIP’ - 


In Less Than 13 
Hours 

John W, DeNoria, general man- 
ager of Covey’s Drive, Yourself 
Service at Los Angeles, has written 
a letter déscribing a recent’ auto- 
mobile trip from Carson City, Nev., 
to Los Angeles, which sets forth 
better than any general description 
of modern engineering proficiency 
the stability and performance that 
have been built into the Model A. 

His feat was that of covering the 
561 milea between the two cities in 
12 hours and 560 minutes, which 
meant sustaining an avorage speed 
of approximately 54 miles an hour. 
The trip was made over rough, 
mountainous country and the time 
required for food and gas stops 
was not subtracted from the total 
lapsed time of the trip. 

The trip is being cited aa further 
evidence of the reliability of the 
Model A on long and difficult runs. 
Mr, DeNoria estimated that he had 
driven 2,000 different automobiles 
during the twenty years in which 
he has been associated with the 
industry and said he 
selected Model A Ford from among 
the forty automobiles that comprise 
the fleet of his company. The 
following is taken from his letter: 

"T have just had the pleasure of 
completing what 1 consider the moat 
remarkable trip I have ever made 
in an automobile and I feel I should 
tell you about it in fairness to the 
car,” he wrote. 

“T left Carson City, Nevada, at 
exactly 4 o'clock a.m.; I was in 
Mina, Nevada, at 8.10 a.m.; I was 
in Bishop, California 10.40 a.m.; in 
Lone Pine, California, at 12.16 
p.m, in Mojave, California at 2.30 
in Los Angeles at 4.50 p.m. This 
time included all gas stops, time 
for lunch, etc., us I did not deduct 
any time—this is the total lapse of 
time, 12 hours and 50 minutes, and 
the distance is 561 miles. 

On Dirt Road 

“Please bear in mind that all 
but the last 100 miles of this was 
on a dirt road, and about 176 miles 
of it over the poorest road imagin- 
able. When I left Carson City I 
left in a blizzard and there were 
14 inches of snow in Montgomery 
Pass. On this trip it is necessary 
to cross four mountain ranges, and | 
was probably the very last car out 
of Smith Valley, because when I 
came through it was the very next 
thing to impassable and the snow 
was piling up and drifting in spots 
ao «that the trail was probably 
closed completely in agother hour 
or two. : 

“At Montgomery Pass we were 
7,900 feet high, so you can draw 
your conclusions about how cold it 
was over the summit. 

“I was not passed on the entire 
trip, either going or coming; on the 
other hand J had no trouble pass- 
ing everything I met on the road. 

A Wise Selection 

“I have driven various makes of 
automobiles across the Continent 
several times, some of them on 
record runs where every prepara- 
tion had been made to cut down the 
time and facilitate transportation. 
I made absolutely no preparation 
for this trip—I was merely called 
over to Carson City to testify on 
a case for the United States Govern- 
ment and decided I would try one 
of the new Fords, as I felt 1 would 
have to traverse some soft, bad 
roads, and that this would be the 
most logical car, and the resulta 
proved that I certainly made a wise 
selection.”

PARKING A CAR 
| Some Useful Driving 
Hits 


Correspondence received in the 
course of the year, writes the 
“Times Motoring” correspondem, 
indicates that under present-day 
conditions parking has consider. 
able difficulty for drivers of cars 
who have not much experience, 
and especially for women drivers. 
It is most important = in 
manceuvring a car that the driver 
should have a definite and com. 
plete plan in his head before the 
maneuvre is begun. Skilful 
mancuvring is an art and can 
only be acquired by study and 
experience. There are generally 
not fewer than two ways of 
executing any mancuvre, but 
there is always one which is the 
best. To enter in a haphazard 
way into any position which has 
or may have complications will 
only lead the novice into needless 
difficulties and will probably pro- 
duce nervousness long before the 
manceuvre is completed. It is 


%\only necessary to stand for a 


short time as a spectator near a 
park which is crowded and pre- 
sents some awkwardness for 
drivers going in and out in order 
to distinguish between those who 
quickly “size up” the situation 
and form their plans accordingly 
and those who dart in without 


thought and generally get tied up. 
Motor driving can prove a most 
interesting study iu psychology, 


where possible, so that the car 
may be‘driven out forwards, avoid 
mistaking a tax-cab for a parked 


‘car, and, if allowed, leave enough 


clearance in front for pulling out 
without disturbing the machine 
ahead. 

With the popularity of the 
closed type of car, reversing 
becomes a subject of wider and 
more serious interest. If a driver 
is not sure of the space available 
behind him before a reverse, he 
should-always get out and look. 
Especially ia this the case with a 
closed body when the rear window 
is small; and it should be borne 
in mind that it is cheaper to 
drive the car backwards and be 
short by a foot than be over by an 
inch and hit something. As to 
actual contro] of a car when re- 
versing, it is essential that a 
driver should have _memorised 
the location of his pedals, so that 
he can give most of his attention 
to the direction in which’ he 
wants to go. This can be easily 
done. The novice should practise 
first with the car stationary, 
until he finds that he can change 


his foot from accelerator to brake 
pedal while looking over his 
shoulder promptly and without 
fear of mistake. When the re- 
verse gear is engaged, the driver 
should look well over the should- 
er. The clutch should be let in 
gently, and it should be remem- 
bered that it is not the first half 
of the travel of the pedal that 
counts but the later movement, 
and especially the last half-inch. 
The engine should in no case be

paratory to the reverse. 
Steering on Reverse 
Steering on reverse produces a 
much greater effect for a given 
hand wheel movement than with 
a car travelling in a forward 
direction, and this preparatory 
turn of the wheel is of definite 
assistance in manwuvring. This 
plan may enable a driver to com- 
plete his manceuvre with one re- 
verse only, whereas if he delayed 
his steering in a reverse direction 
until the car was actually moving 
backward, he would probably take 
two or three and even then stand 
a good chance of making an awk- 
ward position still more difficult. 
Another point which should be 
.borne in mind is that the car 
should be driven slowly both for- 
wards and-backwards, because in 
this way miore time is given for 
locking over the wheels.

the car when the machjne is on a 
gradient sloping downwards to 
the front, or vice versa, and the 
brake is released too early, the 
machine will start to run in the 
wrong direction, with the result 
that the engine will be stopped, 
or if it is raced will start off with 
a jerk in the direction required. 
On the other hand, if the lever is 
let. off too late the extra load on 
the engine will probably bring it 
to a standstill. Being able to 
start from rest with smoothness 
and quietness on a steep gradient 
is a sign of a finished driver. The 
three operations, - letting ' the 
clutch take up the drive, acceler-| 
ating the engine, and freeing the 
brakes, should be looked upon as 
one, and not.as three distinct per- 
formances, .Lastly, if the life of 
the engine is considered of value; 
a driver should always run his en- 
gine for a minute or two before

Mr. Churchill’s references to 
“fortunate” and “buoyant” 
motorists suggest that owners 
of motor-cars and motor-cycles 
are wealthy and privileged per- 
sons. The fact-is that these 
vehicles are indispensable for

purposes, and as an aid to the 
better and healthier distribu- 

tion of population. ° 

Lost Millions 

The Chancellor's _observa- 
tions on the subject of road ac- 
cidents were irrelevant to the 
case with which he was dealing, 
and misleading. To take road 


accidents in their true perspec-. 


tive the volume of traffic and 
the total mileage must be con- 
sidered. 

Further, road accidents are 
largely due to the state of the

Forced Into War 

Generat Chan explains that 
after the Kwangsi faction had re- 
belled against the Centra) Govern- 
ment, the Kwangsi General, 
Huang Shao-hsiung (Wong Shiu- 
hung), tried to inveigle the Qan- 
tonese into a fight. But. fortun- 
ately, by his timely arriva) at 
Hong Kong, Chan Chai-tong and 
he, after due deliberation, pro- 
claimed their determination to 
keep Kwangtung out of the war. 
After their defeat in Hupeh, the 
Kwangsi Generals, Li Tsung-jen 
and Pei Chung-hsi, returned to 
Kwangsi; mobilised their troops; 
and invaded Kwangtung., Hence, 
in order to uphold the authority 
of the Central Government and to 
defend their own province, the 
Cantonese were forced into war 
with Kwangsi. 


Compromise No Solution 
The ancients have said:—‘Mili- 
tarism is bad; war is dangerous.” 
In the elimination of any evil, 
speedy action alone can prevent 
its spread, The Gentral Govern- 
ment having decided to send a 
punitive expedition against the 
Kwangsi leaders, the Cantonese 
had consequently no other course 
but to do Ikewise. Some people 
believe that it would be better to 
avoid war by seeking salvation in 
compromise, but war is like a 
dangerous tumour, which ean he 

cured only by an operation. 


Aim of Revolution 


The aim of the Revolution is to 
bring happiness to the people 
through unification of the govern- 
ment, which principle involves the 
recognition of one supreme head 
-—the Centra] Government. The 
military leaders, who oppose the 
Central Government by relying 
upon the strength of their armies, 
must be suppressed, otherwise 
there will be no end to civil strife 
and the happiness of the people 
will be forever endangered. In 
the rise of every dynasty, the 
spirit of militarism could be sub- 
dued only after the occurrence of 
repeated attampts of rebellion. 

Object of Present War 

To lessen the burdens of the 
people is tha purpose of the Re- 
volution: and its. success depends 
upon the cessation ‘of military 
disturbance. Kwangtung  pro- 
vinco Ja the birthplice of the Re- 
volution and‘ cannot therefore be

counter + revolutionary activities.

and Huang Shao-hsiung to the 
Kuomintang. That was the be- 
ginning of their connection with 
the revolutionary movements. 
Thereafter, he collaborated with 
Pei Chung-hsi in many important 
affairs. In 1927, after the Com- 
munist trouble had been quelled, 
General Chan left the civil and 
military power with the Kwangst 
leaders, in the hope that they 
would appreciate his sacrifice, 
surrender their feudal ambition, 
and become thoroughly identified 
with the Kuomintang. After the 
success of the Northern Expedi- 
tion, Pei Chung-hai, while station- 
ed at Peking and being support- 
ed by the Kwangsi clique at Wu- 
Han, began intrigue with the 
Northern militarists for the over- 
throw of the Central Government. 
General Chan was sent by Presi- 
dent Chiang Kai-shek to Wu-Han 
for the punpose of preserving: 
harmony in the Party. But al- 
though aware of the machinations 
of the Kwangsi clique, he was 
confident that they would not aim 
at open rupture and,efor that rea- 
son, he gave the Central Govern- 
ment his guarantee that they had 
no rebellious intentions. 


“Only a Few Diehards” 

The Kwangsi ‘clique {a compos~ 
ed of Li Tsung-jen, Pel Chung-hat 
and Huang Shao-hsiung. Now e& 
native of Kwangsi is not neces- 
sarily a member of the clique. 
This was clearly demonstrated in- 
the war against Wu-Han, when. 
the Kwangsi geenrals, Li :Ming- 
shui and Yeung Ting-fai, turned: 
against them. Furthermore, the 
Kwangsi people are citizéns of 
the Chinese Republic; the. 
Kwangsi army is the army of the 
Chinese Republic. As, soom as 
these leaders are removed the 
Kwangsi clique will simultaneous- 
ly go out of existence.

to foresee long ago the events:
